The 
purpose of such a conference is to organize a southwide 
register and vote campaign among the Negroes. According 
to the January 31, 1958, issue of the "Atlanta 
Constitution, ' Atlanta, Georgia, the conference 
announced its plans for a "Crusade for Citizenship" 
designed to double Negro voting registration in the 
south by 1960. 
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The February 3, 1958, issue ol the 'Memphis 
Press-Scimi tar, " Memphis, Tennessee, reflected that 
the Regional Council of Negro Leadership had mailed 
letters to officials of 31 counties in Mississippi 
in which 'Negroes are 'denied the right to vote and 
register/" The article also reflected that the letters' 
had been addressed to the sheriffs and the circuit cler&g. 
It was indicated that this was the first step in a :: - 
campaign by the organization to increase the number of ^

The Director has instructed that memorandum be forwarded 
to the Attorney General, White, and Walsh regarding statements made 
by SAC Lopez that Rev. Martin Luther King was head of a group which 
planned to register at Least 100,000 additional colored voters in 
the south in time to vote in November, 1958, and that Clarence Wilkins 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) had furnished information to Governor Coleman of Mississippi 
and to the Department of Justice alleging specific instances in which 
county officials in 30 counties in Mississippi had denied Negroes the 
opportunity to register because of their race. Lopez further stated 
that two cases had been received at Memphis and this might be a 
forerunner of a large number of similar complaints.

Rev. Martin Luther King is president of the Southern

SAC Lopez advised that Reverend Luthe^King, colored, 
of Montgomery, Alabam a fame, who was active in the recent bus boycott 
movement in that area, has headed a colored organization, exact name 
un re called, which has the avowed purpose of registering at least 
100, 000 additional colored voters in the South in time to vote in the 
forthcoming elections in November 1958. A meeting for this purpose 
was held sometime ago in Memphis, at which time definite plans were 
made for the registering of colored groups in Mississippi and Tennessee. 
1 Apparently the group is organizing well in advance of the November 
elections in order to insure maximum registration. 

Approximately two months ago Lopez recalls reading a 
statement to the effect that Clarence Wilkins (?) National Secretary of 
the NAACP, was furnishing simultaneously to Governor Coleman of 
Mississippi, and to the Department of Justice in Washington, an alleged 
list of specific instances wherein county officials in 30 different counties 
in Mississippi had denied negroes opportunity to register solely because 
of their race. Lopez stated that in two instances in the past ten days 
cases have been received at the Memphis Division of this nature, which 
may be a forerunner of the receipt of a large number of similar complaints.

Based on the information furnished by Lopez the above 
data is all that could be developed from the review of Bureau files. 
In light of the feeling of officials and people in the southern 
states as indicated in the Webster Parish, Louisiana, matter and 
the announced plans of various groups to increase the number of 
Negro registrants immediately, there is attached for your approval 
a memorandum to the Attorney General with copies for the Deputy 
Attorney General and Assistant Attorney General White pointing 
out the situation and stating it would appear that any inquiries 
by the Government should be based on complaints which have 
substantial merit •

Eight or nine states were represented and some of those in 
attendance were students who had been expelled from colleges 
for their parts in the "sit-in demonstrations." 1 

Reverend L. D<*d^C0TT CT^mraged everyone to follow 
in the fool sliypy 0T"TTe"w~0r leans on the boycotting of super 
markets, etc., wher© Negroes are not employed. 

A big drive was put on for money and they were told 
that it was not a donation, but an installment on their freedom. 
Some $400.00 or $500.00 was collected. 

The meeting of October 12, 1960, was similar to the 
above meeting, but lacked the sincerity and enthusiasm that the 
congregation expected. The projgram centered around raising 
funds to pay fines for students who were convicted for their 
parts in the "sit-in demonstrations" and for Reverend MARTIN I*. 
KING's defense on charges of perjury by the State of Alabama. 

Reverend KING, the keynoter, gave a progress report 
on the Negroes and Jews dating from the Revolution to present 
time. He followed with pleas to register and vote so that 
Negroes might obtain first-class citizenship. 

Over $100.00 was collected during the financial 
appeal and it appeared the money was all they were after. 

It was estimated there were 800 or 900 present at 
this meeting.

"They both (Braden and Wilkinson) will 
serve one-year jail sentences for contempt of 
Congress because they refused to tell the committee, 
in a 1958 Atlanta hearing, whether they ever have 
been Communists. 



"But they hadn't been in custody for an 
hour Monday afternoon before an announcement 
came that Dr. King, along with 16 other Southern 
integration leaders, had signed a petition 
asking President Kennedy to grant them clemency.

WYATT TEE WALKER 

An article in the "Atlanta Daily World, " Atlanta, 
Georgia, April 29, 196l, captioned "Annual Youth Day at Mt. 
Pleasant Baptist; Rev. Wyatt T. Walker to be Main Speaker." 
This article sets forth that Reverend WYATT T. WALKER, Executive 
Director of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference, is a 
graduate of the School of Religion, Virginia Union University. 
He also studied at Union Theological Seminary, New York City. 

The article further described WALKER as widely 
travelled in the United States and has been acclaimed as one 
of the most outstanding civil rights personalities of this 
generation. 

On July 22, 1955, Chief of Police W. E. TRAYLOR, 
Petersburg, Virginia, Police Department, furnished a copy of a 
letter mailed to the Negro population of Petersburg. TRAYIXDR 
said this letter was furnished to him by City Ms-nager ROY P. 
ASH, who had received it fro:.* one of the local Negro citizens. 
It was pointed out that W. TEE WALKER, who signed this letter 
as President of the Virginia Voters League, was also at that 
time Director of Public Relations for the Petersburg Chapter of 
the NAACP. 

This letter is quoted as follows:

Commur/ist Party activities in the State of Virginia and who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advised! 
that he had no information concerning WALKER other than WALKER 
was a member and official of the Virginia Council on Hunan 
Relations and was considered a Negro segregation protest leader 
in Petersburg, Virginia, prior to going to Atlanta, Georgia,

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed the 
name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its purpose 
as being to improve the educational and cultural standards of the 
Southern people in accordance with the highest American demo- 
cratic institutions, traditions, and ideals. The amendment was 
dated April 26, 1946. 

A source, who is familiar with some phases of Communist 
Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised on May 18, i960, 
that during the time the SCHW was in existence, Communist Party 
(CP) members were members of and worked actively in the SCHW.

He stated that something that 
Prankenberg had said with regard to his c«g»eern for 
"certain international problems" had indicated to him 
that Prankenberg may possibly have some Communist 
affiliations. He stated that he cannot recall the 
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exact nature of the statement made by Frankenberg 
and stated that he has never, talked to Frankenberg in 
person so he could not furnish any more specific 
information. He stated, however, that his feelings 
in this regard were more brought about by the tone of 
Frankenberg 1 s voice and the nonspecific and vague 
nature of the statement which he made. 

Reverend Smith stated that insofar as he 
knew thfire was no reaction of a violent nature to the 
demonstrations which have been taking place in Nashville, 
Tennessee. He stated that he does not anticipate such 
reaction in Nashville and that he feels that if there 
can be a break-through in one industry or in one depart- 
ment store that probably all segregation in Nashville 
will be broken down and there will no longer be any 
problem for which the NOLO or the SGLC should be con- 
cerned.

A review of the indices at Atlanta and the Bureau contain no 
information identifiable with Charles | ~| Lebedin. 

The Atlanta Cabana Motel which is considered Atlanta's finest 
motel was partially financed by a $1, 800, 000 loan from tfre Teamsters Union 
I Pension Fund. We conducted investigation to determine if any fees or 
kickbacks were paid, in connection with this loan. Our investigation did not 
disclose evidence of any pay-off or kickback to the Teamsters Union or 
Pension Fund officials in connection with this loan. This case is now receiving 
grand jury consideration. 

Atlanta has checked all of its Klan and hate group informants and 
they have reported that neither the KLan or hate groups in the area have shown 
any interest whatsoever in Bellafonte's arrival.

On June 6, 1962, HARRY ^/BELLAFONTE and company arrived 
in At lant a , v Georgia, aboard Eastern Airline flight number 311 
at approximately 97:50 a.m. BELLAFONTE held a short news con- 
ference at the Atlanta Municipal Airport and then proceeded 
with his group to the Atlanta Cabana Motor Hotel. Several rooms 
were obtained by the group at the Peachtree Manor Hotel, which 
is located near the Atlanta Cabana Motor Hotel. The Peachtree 
Manor Hotel had previously been integrated by Negro baseball 
players of the Jacksonville baseball team. 

HARRY BELLAFONTE and the remainder of his company 
were then admitted to/the Atlanta Cabana Motor /Hotel. At 
approximately noon group of approximately nane Neggp.es , 
consisting of HARITOJEELIAFONTE, MARTIN LUTffij^ffilNG, JR., and 
wife. Re^.^RALPByP BERNATHY . and wife, MARIANfMc KIBBEN , vocalist, 
and approximately two other males attempted 7 to enter the Kings 
Inn Restaurant located in the Atlanta Cabana Motor Hotel. A 
hostess stopped the group and advised them that they would not 
be able to serve them. BELLAFONTE wanted to know the reason 
why they were being refused service and the hostess merely 
replied that she would not be able to serve them. Rev. MARTIN 
LUTHER KING, JR. asked the hostess if he could see the manager, 
but the hostess advised that the manager was not available. 

JAY SARNO, part owner, Atlanta Cabana Motor Hotel, 
then approached the group and told the hostess to' have the - 
leasee of the Kings Inn Restaurant explain to the group's 
face why they were, being refused. The hostess explained to 
Mr. SARNO that Mr. CHARLES LEBEDIN was not available. SARNO 
thereupon addressed BELLAFONTE and told him that he had the 
finest suite of offices in the city of Atlanta and he would ' 
be pleased if Mr. BELLAFONTE and his group would Join him 
for lunch in his offices. 1 The group thereupon left the 
restaurant with Mr. SARNO; and enroute to the offices Mr. 
BELLAFONTE made the following remark, ."I ate with the President 
last week and this week I cannot be served in a public place'." 
Mr. SARNO advised Mr. BELLAFONTE that DORIS DAY had a lot of . f 
money invested in the Atlanta Cabana. Mr. BELLAFONTE thereupon 
called to Rev. MARTIN ^UTHER KING, JR., who was in the lobby

During the luncheon, it was agreed that no further 
attempts would be made to be served meals at the Kings Inn 
Restaurant and that all meals would be served in their rooms 
during this group's stay at the Atlanta Cabana Motor Hotel. 

The BELLAFONTE group consists of eighteen persons 
which are to perform at the Atlanta Municipal Auditorium 
on June 6, 1962. The group is scheduled to leave Atlanta, 
Georgia the following day.

In Georgia this fall in the election for Governor, a rabid segregationist confronted a 
white moderate. The segregationist campaigned not so much against his opponent, as^rj 
against me, in a torrent of racist hysteria. Yet almost fifty percent of the white vJ 
vote was cast against him; and in a de-facto electoral alliance, they were joined (by^J, 
90$ of the Negro vote. The segregationist was overwhelmingly defeated, and, Georgia 
will have a Chief Executive who is pledged to preserve law and order even if '/discrimin- 
atory practices must be abandoned . This successful experience follows similar victorie 
in the Mayoralty*^ lection in Atlanta, and the recent Congressional contest in Fulton

As Negro citizens accumulate 
electoral power, white moderate elements wisely take such strength into account, and 
adjust the'ir policies so that common action becomes practical: 

We^are on the threshold of a major breakthrough in democratic advancement. Fissuresf 0 
are^ widening the solid walls of segregation even as violence and terror are mainly ^ — -^j 
resSrted t'o in Mississippi. The recent burning of churches, which has been the scene 
of "v'oter Registration meetings in rural Southwest Georgia, symbolizes the fact-that 
the growing Negro vote is the strongest organized movement for the establishment .and 
defense of Civil Liberties as well as Civil Rights in the south.

CHARACTERIZATION 

A news item in the Pittsburgh Cou rier , August 17, 1957, 
page 2, titled "New Rights Group Launches in Dixie f " reported 
that SCLC was officially launched at Montgomery, Alabama, ^at a 
mass meeting attended by over 2,000 persons. Dr. MARTIN LUTHER 
KING, JR. , was named as president. The article stated that 
registration lists compiled at this mass meeting showed persons 
from 12 states and the District of Columbia came it* answer to 
the call of SCLC which had been formed the year before in New 
Orleans. 

Purpose of the conference, according to this news item, 
was to organize a southwide register-and-vote campaign among 
Negroes. A national office was to be set up in Atlanta, Georgia, 
to coordinate the programs of the conference. 
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The article said that funds for the new organization 
would come from church contributions, trade unions, and foundations. 

On June 14, 1962, records of the Secretary of State, 
State Capitol Building, Atlanta, Georgia, were reviewed and 
disclosed the following:

Auburn Avenue, N. E. , Atlanta, Georgia.^ This statement described 
the nature of SCLC business as civic, religious, economic, and 
cultural. 

An undated folder captioned "This Is S CLC" was p ublished 
by SCLC and was obtained on July 20, 1962, by SA< I I This 

folder states that SCLC is not a "membership organization per se." b6 
Affiliate groups and organizations constitute the actual member- b7C 
ship. Individuals belong to the affiliates which ?,re groups 
such as churches, civic organizations, and f rate ma X groups. The 
minimum affiliate fee is $25 per annum entitling the gioup 
represented to one voting delegate in all deliberative sessions , 

An affiliate may have as many as five voting delegates 
for a $125 fee but regardless of the amount given five is the 
maximum number of delegates allowed. 

The folder further indicates that making an execution 
of basic policy is the responsibility of the Executive Board, 
geographically representative over the entire south. Of the 
33 board members, 24 are elected by the conference and nine by 
the board. 
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The folder states that SCLC is a nonsectarian agency 
which has the basic aim of achieving full citizenship, .. equality, 
and the integration of the Negro into all aspects of American 
life through the means of direct nonviolent action. SCLC is 
a service agency to facilitate coordinated action of local 
community groups. SCLC, according to this folder, regards civil 
disobedience as a natural consequence of nonviolence when the 
resistor is confronted by unjust and immoral- laws. An unjust 
law is described as one in which the minority is compelled to 
observe a code which is not binding on the majority. The non- 
violent resistor willingly accepts the penalty for breaking the 
unjust law.

The above mentioned folder titled "Crusade for the 
Ballot" sets forth a list of officers. J. H. 0 f DELL , which is 
one of HUNTER PITTS O'DELL's aliases, is listed as a consul t?.nt 
on the voter registration field staff.

advised on September 25, 1962, that J. H. O'DELL registers in 
and out regularly from Nev; York City and represents himself 
as being with SCLC, She said that he has represented himself 
in this capacity as late as September, 1962. 

A SCLC newsletter dated February, 1962, has an article 
on page three captioned "Citizenship Training at Dorchester, 
Georgia." This article describes JACK O'DELL (another alias of 
HUNTER PITTS O'DELL) as a voter registration expert of the SCLC

Confidential Sources advised it was announced 
at a meeting of Klavem #1, U. S. KLANS, KNIGHTS OF THE 
KXJ KLUX KLAN, INC., at Chattanooga, Tennessee, on Septem- 
ber 17, 1957* that some former leaders of Klavern #1 and 
their close associates had been banished from U. S. KLANS, 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN, INC., during the preceding 
week. 

Sources advised those individuals who were 
banished formed a new klan organization known as DIXIE KLANS, 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN, INC., with headquarters in 
Masonic Hall, 2523 Glass Street, East Chattanooga, Tennessee. 
A general welfare charter was secured from the State of 
Tennessee on October. 21, 1957, which charter lists some of 
the purposes of the organization as freedom of speech and 
association, rejection of forced integration, preservation 
of the Constitution of the United States and of Tennessee, 
and preservation of the sovereignty of each state. 

On May 13* 1959* Source stated that the DIXIE 
KLANS, KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN, INC., has active. 1 
klaverns in Tennessee, Georgia, and Alabama. This informant 
advised attempts were made to organize klaverns of this 
organization in Arkansas, Mississippi, Florida, South 
Carolina, and North Carolina, but the attempts at organiza- 
tion in these states have not been successful. 

A Confidential Source advised during the Fall 
of I960 that a "den* - : 'of Klavern #1, DK, KKKK, INC,, Chatta- 
nooga, consisting of ten members and two alternates, includ- 
ing JACK WILLIAM BROWN, Imperial Wizard (National President) 
of DK, KKKK, INC.; JACK LEON BROWN, Exalted Cyclops of; 
Klavern #1, Chattanooga, (the local chapter president) and 
others, all listed as members of Klavem #L, DK, KKKK, INC., 
Chattanooga, during July, August and September, i960, were 
reportedly responsible for five bombings of residences of 
Hamilton County, Tennessee, during July and August, i960. 
Some of these members and alternates of den held closed 
meetings and discussed bombings and other acts of violence. 
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These acts and meetings were reportedly closed and rank and 
file members of this organization were unaware of such. All 
reported members and alternates of den interviewed during

In January , 1957 , a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam 1 ' and "Muhammad* s Temples, of Islam." 

On May 2 ^ 1962, a second source advised-:' ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI) . 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam Number 2, 5335 South- Greenwood 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of 
the NOI . In mid-1960, MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, 
when referring to MUHAMMAD'S organization on a. nationwide 
basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when 
mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

The NOI Is an all-Negro- organization -which was 
originally organised. In 1930 in Detroit, Michigan, MUHAMMAD- 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the- so-called Negro race out of" slavery in the wilderness 
of north. America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the. United States. Members following MUHAMMAD* S teaching 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no 
such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves 
of the white- race, referred to as "white devils," in the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its . 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of . the: .NOI,. . 
.including- MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared' 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958y the first source advised MUHAMMAD' ■ 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his. 
organization. 

On May 2, 1962, a- third source advised MUHAMMAD 'had 7 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic 
benefits to be derived by those Negroes -who joined the NOI. 
This policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, would help, him 
acquire additional followers and create more interest in his 
•programs. 
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YOUNG SOCIALIST LEAGUE (YSL) 

The March l f 1954, issue of the "Young Socialist 
Challenge," published as page three of "Labor Action," 
an official publication of the Independent Socialist 
League (ISL), contained an article concerning the 
creation of the YSL, which pointed out that at a unity 
conference occurring February 12-14, 1954, at Labor Action 
Hall, New York, New York, a merger occurred between the 
Young People's Socialist League (YPSL) and the Socialist 
Youth League (SYL) . The new organization was named the 
YSL . 




A confidential informant on June 15, 1954, made 
available the minutes of the YSL f s National Action Committee 
meeting of April 13, 1954, which reflected that one 3. 
SITEMAN, " Chairman of SP (Socialist Party) Youth Committee," 
had objected to a statement appearing in "Commerce," a 
New York University journal, which indicated that the YPSL 
merged with the SYL to form the YSL. He explained that 
the YPSL did not merge with anyone, that it continued to 
exist as the youth section of the Socialist Party, He 
explained that a small group of the YPSL was dropped, 
expelled, or suspended from that organization and joined 
the SYL, which he characterized as the youth group of the 
"Trotskyite ISL." He explained that after these few former 
members of the YPSL joined the SYL, the SYL then proceeded 
to change its name for its own purposes. 

On April 9, 1956, another confidential informant 
advised as follows: 



The YSL has frequently worked in close sympathetic 
cooperation with the ISL toward similar objectives, although 
each major issue given mutual consideration is decided upon 
by these organizations individually. The YSL serves as an 
apprenticeship for the ISL, but ISL selection of members from 
YSL ranks is made on an individual and personal basis. In 
many instances YSL members are also members of the ISL,

The YSL and ISL utilize the same printing house .in New 
York City and the YSL publication is printed as an insert 
in "Labor Action," Frequently, lecturers before the YSL 
are ISL members .

The Atlanta report 
makes an arbitrary statement that J. Hi O'Dell and Jack 
O'Dell are aliases of Hunter Pitts O'Dell without showing a 
source for this information. The. reader can make an 
assumption in reading both reports that Hunter Pitts O'Dell 
has several aliases; however, it would have been correct 
report writing procedure to nave had a source make the 
proper distinctions. Future reports should take this into 
consideration. 

On page 6* of Atlanta report. 'reference is made ''• 
in the last paragraph to sources familiar with activities of 
the SCLC without giving a geographical location for their 
coverage. This could mislead the reader to believe that the 
sources cover a wider range of activities than actually 
exists. Atlanta should furnish appropriate phraseology to 
insert on page 6» to show the limitations of the coverage 
which would place this statement in its proper context. 

On page 3 of the New York report, the officers 
of the New York Office of the SCLC are listed as of 3/10/61. 
No indication is included that a later attempt was made to 
determine the current, off icers. This should be done before 
submitting the next report and appropriate investigation 
should be conducted to insure that an up-to-date list of 
officers is obtained.

O f Dell was in fact, a district organizer for the Communist ^arty in New Orleans; that f 
O f Dell gave directives to the professional group in that city and that he operated under ^ 
three different names - the other names being John Vesey and Ben Jones. 

It was learned that documents seized at 0 'Dell's residence in New Orleans by police 
clearly established his key position in the Communist M vement in the South. 
On July 30, 1958 identifying himself as Hunter Pitts OfDell, a Montgomery, Alabama
